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Selectmen To Set 
Policy On Public 
Document Issue

The subject, once again, was access to 
public documents; the participants, once 
again, a town board and members of the 
League of Women Voters. 

At Monday night’s Board of Selectmen 
meeting, however, the discussion that 
had begun on an adversarial note ended 
positively, with the board’s pledge to in- 
stitute a policy that would consider the 
withholding of requested documents to 
be ‘‘an extraordinary action.” 

Monday’s discussion was sparked by a 
letter to Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
and the board from Town Cousne] Alfred 
Daniels. At a meeting in October, the 
board had requested a clarification from 
Daniels on the nature of attorney/client 
privilege, as it relates to documents upon 
which a town board might base a deci- 
sion. 

The request was made because of a 
recent case in which a resident had been 
denied documents by Zoning Board of 
Appeals Chairman Wesley Whitney, who 
had defended his action on the grounds 
that he was preserving attorney/client 
privilege. The resident had appealed the 
denial to the state; subsequently, before 
state officials could give their opinion, 
the documents were released to the in- 
terested party by Town Manager Maho- 
ny. 

In his letter to the board, Daniels sug- 
gested that ‘‘Any opinion (revealed in re- 
quested documents) which may incur 
litigation would be a private record and 
not open to the public.” 

“T have some concerns about it,’’ said 
Chris Holmes, a League member who, as 
a citizen, had made the request that had 
prompted Daniels’ letter. ‘‘Anything 
may incur litigation.’ From what she 
understood from the letter, said Holmes, 
the procedure Daniels would recommend 
for a request would be the same as it is 
now—a denial would require a 10-day 
waiting period, after which the only op- 
tion would be an appeal to the state

Selectman William Dalton advised 
Holmes that ‘‘Mr. Daniels’ opinion is just 
that—an opinion.’’ Such an opinion mere- 
ly provides a framework, within which 
the town itself can build its own policy, 
he said. ‘‘He says that we have the broad 
ability to stop these documents from 
going out.”’ Dalton added that the board 
preferred not to use the extent of these 
powers; it would prefer to champion a 
policy of openness. 

To that end, Dalton suggested that the 
board construct its own policy statement 
on the release of documents. ‘‘We as a 
board are going to consider documents 
public,”’ he said. ‘‘If not, there’s got to be 
a darned good reason for it.”’ 

Dalton moved that the board consider 
non-release of a document ‘‘an extraordi- 
nary act”’ requiring the town manager to 
apply to the selectmen for action. 

Town Manager Mahony added that 
certain information would still be consid- 
ered exempt from release. ‘‘If somebody 
came in and asked for notes taken at 
staff meetings, for instance, that would 
be exempt.’’ However, he said, he felt 
there would be few who would demand 
access to such materials. ‘I don’t be- 
lieve that the people out here requesting

Really 


Add Up

‘This weighs a ton!’’ I exaggerate as I shuttle 
from kitchen to curbside early every other Mon- 
day with a two-week accumulation of recyclable 
paper neatly layered in double paper grocery 
bags. I always take out at least three full bun- 
dles and, if our bathroom scale is to be believed, 
each weighs between 20 and 25 pounds. ‘‘A ton”’ 
may be an overestimation of my family’s bi- 
weekly offering to the town’s recycling pro- 
gram, but 1/30th of a ton for just one of approxi- 
mately 9,000 Andover households is. still 
considerable. 

To be sure, not every household in town takes 
in 3 daily, 6 weekly and 12 monthly publications, 
in addition to (I barely exaggerate on this one) 
100 catalogs a month, but then eeryone who ee- 
ceives less paper has less trash in the form of 
paper to weed out. The worry of us watchdogs in 
Andover Recylcing, Inc. is not those families 
who aren’t meeting some monthly quota of junk 
mail, but rather those whose recyclable paper 
winds up in a trash bag because “‘it’s too much 
trouble to recycle,” “‘it really doesn’t make any 
kind of differnnce” or, even more to our dismay, 
they simply don’t know that Andover has a con- 
venient and reliable curbside paper pickup ev- 
ery other week on trash collection day. 

Greg Graham, our recycling contractor who 
usually drives the packer truck that collects the 


paper, reports that well over one-third and may- 


be even close to two-thirds of the town’s house- 
holders recycle pretty regularly. That is 
impressive participation. It’s hard to be satis- 
fied with just good participation, however, when 
tipping fees at the incineration plant where And- 
over’s refuse goes are more than $40 a ton. It’s 
hard to be satisfied when the town could be 
saved over $3,000 more per month than the pa- 
per and glass recycling program operated by 
Andover Recylcing, Inc, is already saving. 

The September 1986 paper tonnage figure, the 
highest yet recorded, was 131. Multiply that by a 
$40 per ton tipping fee and the result is a real $5,- 
240 savings. it would be possible for townspeople 
to control Andover’s trash disposal charges by 
that much and more every month. Separating 
and putting out paper apart from trash that has 
to be incinerated involves little effort for most 
people. It has become second nature to many. 
Remembering which week is recycling week 
may be the hardest part of recycling, but , fortu- 
nately, a recycling calendar is available in the 
town clerks’ office for those householders who 
didn’t receive one in the mail last May. Andover 

Recycling, Inc. volunteers are eager to answer 
recycling questions and help with problems. Ev- 
ery 5, 10, 20, 100 or more pounds that any one 
household can rescue from the trash and con- 
tribute to the recycling tonnage can add up to a 
substantial savings for Andover.

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Students To Participate 
In Leadership Training 


On Tuesday, Nov. 25, 110 student leaders from 
middle and junior high schools from the Greater 
Lawrence area will gather at the Frost School in 
Lawrence to participate in an all-day leadership 
training program organized through the collabo- 
rative efforts of 11 public schools. Ten students 
from each school will attend. 

After a keynote address by Sen. Patricia Mc- 
Govern and welcoming remarks from Lawrence 
Superintendent Eugene Thayer, the students 
will spend the day in ‘‘hands on’’ workshops 
learning and practicing leadership skills.

On Friday, Oct. 31, at Doherty Junior High 
School in Andover, much more was learned than 
your typical science, social tudies, English and 
mathematics. Students learned of the dreams 
and fears, successes and failures of recent 
young immigrants to the United States. 

Approximately 25 students from Lawrence 
High School came to Doherty to talk about their 
ambitions and the problems they face as recent 
immigrants. They were from Vietnam, Puerto 
Rico, the Dominican Republic, Cambodia, 
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A Successful Cultural Exchange 


In order to give an overview of the issue, we 
decided to focus upon the immigration experi- 
ences of four students with whom we spoke. 
Leonarda is a senior at the high school who im- 
migrated to the United States four years ago 
from the Dominican Republic. She came by boat 
with her mother, father, three sisters and six 
brothers. Whe she arrived, Leonarda could not 
speak English fluently, so she found her classes 
at the high school to be almost impossible. But, 
because her main objective in coming to the 
United States was a higher education than could 
be achieved in the Dominican Republic, she at- 
tended to her studies with diligence. As our di- 
cussion progressed, we became more aware of 
her desire to be a success in her community. It

was apparent to us that Leonarda was an ex- 
tremely hard worker. 

When asked about the bilingual education sys- 
tem that exists in this area, Leonarda replied 
with mixed opinions. She feels that it would be 
beneficial to those who are not fluent, but she 
also thought that it had its disadvantages. If an 
immigrant is taught the same curriculum as the 
American student in a native language, Leonar- 
da felt that the immigrant would get along fine. 
However after graduation, the student would be 
left with insufficient knowledge of the English 
language and a job would be difficult to obtain. 

Omar is a junior at Lawrence High School and 
emigrated from Puerto Rico two years ago. He 
stressed that the two main objectives in migrat- 
ing to the United States were education and op- 
portunity. Throughout our discussion, one main 
word was highlighted: opportunity. This young 
man had it easy compared to the other immi- 
grants (that isn’t sayingmuch). He was free to 
leave and had taken English courses while still 
in Puerto Rico. Although he knew much of the 
language, Omar still found it difficult to manage 
in an American school. Some of the obvious rea- 
sons for this are cultural changes, adapting to 


the new area and environment and, of course, 
the social situation and the problems faced in 
attempting to make friends in an entirely differ- 
ent language and country. Omar has been work- 
ing very hard and was offered a scholarship to 
the Phillips Academy summer school program, 
which he accepted. 

For two Vietnamese students, the word ‘“‘op- 
portuity” was coupled with the word “‘free- 
dom.’’ They left Vietnam illegally and fled to 
concentration camps in the Phillipines and Thai- 
land, then continued on to the United States. One 
child’s father is in a jail in Vietnam as a prison- 
er of war; his mother is dead. We feel that these 
two immigrants had it the worst; both had to 
learn the language when they arrived, each had 
to come to the United States all alone and emo- 
tional frustration related to the loss of his paren- 
ts had to be faced by one. 

For most of us attending Doherty Junior High 
School, a general concensus materialized. We 
take for granted the liberty and freedom we pos- 
sess while living in a democratic community. 
These students never knew freedom like we in 
America until they witnessed it through their 
own eyes.

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Student Smoking Policy Revised 


While the School Committee considers a smok- 
ing policy for all the Andover schools, the high 
school student/faculty/administrative govern- 
ment has revised the high school smoking regu- 
lations. 

The House Government at Andover High 
School has developed a policy, which will mini- 
mize the effect of smoking on non-smoking stu- 
dents. The major components of the newly 
revised policy are: 

1. Students must have parent or guardian per- 
mission to use a designated smoking area. 

2. Students using this smoking area must par- 
ticipate in a smoking cessation seminar. 

3. The smoking area will only be used by those 
students who have permission to smoke. Stu- 
dents found smoking elsewhere in the building 
will be dealt with through stringent discipline 
measures. 

Principal Mary Jennings is pleased with this 
revision of past policy. She says, “‘“Many schools 
in the Merrimack Valley have recently devel- 
oped new smoking policies. Usually this in- 
volved staff and administration telling the 
students what the new rules would be. I’m 
pleased that our faculty worked together with 
the students to come up with a workable policy. 
This process increases the likelihood that the 
policy will be understood and adhered to.” 

Andover High School requires all students to 
study a health unit where the dangers of smok- 
ing are outlined. The counseling department of-

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Gravel Pit Permit 
Brings Protests 
From Neighbors 


By Karen L. Day 


John DeLoury’s petition for a special permit 
to use land at 8 Connector Road and vacant land 
on Connector Road for storage of gravel, loam 
and other non-hazardous materials brought 
abuttors to the Zoning Board of Appeals hearing 
last Thursday night in protest. 

The petition was on of several heard by the 
board which took all matters under advisement 

DeLoury’s counsel, Atty. Reginald Marden, 
explained that the site had been used this way 
for the last four or five years, but that it was 
only this spring that the Building Department 
suggested he apply for a special permit. The site 
is a drop-off point for loam and gravel which is 
stored there for short periods of time until it is 
moved to another site. The company not only 
serves private organizations, but the Town of 
Andover as well. 

Marden addressed the traffic issue, stating 
that DeLoury’s trucks leave the site via Connec- 
tor Road and continue on to Ballardvale St. into 
Wilmington and Route 93. Lowell Junction Road 
is not used, but Marden agreed that DeLoury 
could only control the path taken by his own 
drivers, not that of his customers. Marden sug- 
gested that the board could limit the term of the 
permit to five years. 

Philip F. Wormwood, 11 Lowell Junction 
Road, complained about the noise level of the 
equipment, stating that ‘I like a little peace and 
quiet.’’ Suggestions were made to curb business 
hours, and DeLoury offered to erect a 12 to 15 
foot high wall to offset some of the noise. 

Acting chairman of the board, Jane Griswold, 
stated that traffic data shows that Ballardvale 
St. is above capacity. She also read a letter to 
the board from Standard Machine Corp. in pro- 
test to the petition. In short, the letter com- 
mented that DeLoury had been operating 
without a permit for a number of years and that 
only a temporary, short-term permit should be 
granted to allow him to find another site for his 
business. Another letter composed by four other 
companies in the area stated that the permit 
should be granted. 

Marden commented that the 25 to 30 trips 
made in and out of the site on a daily basis is far 
lower than it would be if the property was put 
into another industrial use. In addition to the 25 
or 30 trips Deloury’s trucks make, there are 
three or four trips made by customers’ trucks 
per day. 

Pat Thompson, 13 Lowell Junction Road, ex- 
plained that the noise from screening and trucks 
on Saturdays is ‘‘putting an imposition on the 
residences.’’ DeLoury agreed that he would not 
do screening on Saturdays and would open his 
business at a later hour on Saturdays in an at- 
tempt to accomodate the neighbors. 

Freeman/Harrington Associates requested a 
variance and a special permit, both for parking, 
in an effort to convert a residential structure to

a business at 172 River Koad. 

James L. Freeman explained that they need a 
variance to allow a parking area of five spaces, 
which is within guidelines set by the town, with- 
in 100 fet of the side lot line, and a special permit 
to allow parking within 50 feet of a public way. 
The petitioner commented that parking could be 
accomodated in the rear of the structure, but 
preferred the side-yard so as not to disturb 
neighboring residences. 

Freeman commented that at best, there would 
be no more than five employees working there. 
As real estate developers, they are not in the 
business of selling individual properties and 
would thus have few, if any, customers visiting 
their office. 

Explaining that although the use is not in 
accordance with the ‘‘campus style’ devel- 
opment use preferred in the area by the Plan- 
ning Board, they would be happy to sell the 
property at fair market value if a buyer with 
intentions of such a development were to offer at 
any point in the future. 

Lionel P. Sirois, present owner of the property 
explained that he has had the house on the mar- 
ket several times in the last few years, but re- 
ceived no offers. ‘‘People don’t want to raise 
kids in an industrial area,”’ he said, ‘‘We’re in a 
jam.” 

Kay Pelletier, 176 River Road, commented 
that she did not object to the petition, but would 
prefer the parking in the side-yard, rather than 
in the rear. 

Hewlett-Packard Co. submitted a letter 
against the petition, stating that such a business 
did not fit in with the character of an industrial 
district. 

Helen Towne, 21 Arundel St., petitioned the 
board to add an addition that would not meet 
setback requirements. Towne’s son-in-law, 
Mark Tropiano, explained that he, his wife, and 
their two children had moved in with Mrs. 
Towne and wanted to add a bedroom, enclose 
the porch and add a bathroom to the existing 
structure, which does not meet setbacks pres- 
ently. 

New England Telephone petitioned the board

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Housing Board Shows Interest 
In Summer Street Units 


By Karen L. Bay 


Richard A. Savrann, chairman of the 
Andover Housing Authority, stated that 
the authority has taken an option on be- 
tween eight and 16 of the 36 low to moder- 
ate income units proposed by Paul Bruk, 
at the continuance hearing before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals Friday night. 

Bruk has petitioned the board for a 
comprehensive permit to build 36 low to 
moderate income condominium units on 
eight acres of presently vacant land, sur- 
rounded by residences on Elm, Pine and 
Summer streets and Washington Ave. 


Under the comprehensive permit proc- 
ess, the developer only petitions the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals, which acts on 
behalf of all town bodies that may nor- 
mally be involved with such a devel- 
opment. 

Savrann explained that if the units 
themselves are acceptable and within 
acceptable price guidelines, the authori- 
ty would request funding from the state 
to purchase the units, which in turn 
would be rented to low and moderate in- 
come families. 


When asked by Francis O’Neil, Sum- 
mer St., Central Andover Resident Asso- 
ciation, what the “right price’ was, 
Savrann commented that the state has 
recently been paying between $80,000 
and $90,000 per unit, but may even go 
higher. 

Robert Vanasse of Vanasse/Hangen, 
delivered the results of a traffic study 
done in the area where the proposed de- 
velopment would be located. When Van- 
asse stated that speeds recorded on 
Summer St. were in the range of 23 to 35 


miles an hour, residents disagreed 
strongly. Vanasse continued, comment- 
ing that on the area streets, volume was 
lower than the roads could handle, and 
speeds and sitelines were acceptable. 
The only question the study had yet to 
answer was the eleven accidents record- 
ed by the police department on Summer 
St. There is confusion as to whether the 
accidents all occurred between Washing- 
ton and Pine streets or on a longer

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Opinion 


The Policy Is Simple 


Selectmen this week debated the merits of 
setting a policy on what is open and closed as far 
as documents are concerned. 

They indicate that as policy making body of the 
town they will determine what is and what isn’t 
public. 

Selectman William Dalton, on the subject of 
promoting openness, stated to his colleagues 
Monday night, ‘There had better be a darn good 
reason not to release them’ referring to recent 
controversy surrounding planning board and 
zoning board of appeals documents. 

This is good philosophy, but the board, as well 
as other town boards and committees, are over- 
looking one thing. 

There really is no problem in determining what 
is open and what is not as far as public docu- 
ments or sessions are concerned. 

There is in print and enacted into law, the 
Massachusetts Open Meeting Law (OML) which 
clearly spells out what a public body can and can 
not do with regard to conducting municipal 
business. 

The problem arose when the planning board 
refused to give the members of the League of 
Women Voters some documents with regard to 
new rules and regulations. The planners decided 
that they were working documents, in part sug- 
gested changes or loosely defined as preliminary 
discussion. 

League members appealed to the state division 


of public records which ruled that the documents 
were, in fact, public. Town counsel said the rul- 
ing was simply an opinion and would have to be 
tested in court, should the planners or adminis- 
tration wish to do so. 

THe second difference of opinion came when 
the zoning board refused to make public a letter, 
with the chairman indicating to do so would be a 
violation of a lawyer-client relationship. 

The matter was resolved with the release of the 
letter and pertinent documents through the town 
manager’s office. 

Andover, unfortunately, over the years has had 
a history of municipal bodies going behind closed 
doors or impounding documents from public 
view. 

While such has not been the case in more 
recent years, there still remains the problems 
with overzealous municipal officials deciding 
what is proper for public consumption. 

The fact of the matter remains, however, that 
public business is just that - - - public. 

And, conformance to keeping government open 
and accessible to the public it serves has some 
very simple guidelines as proclaimed in the open 
meeting law. 

It is the only policy needed. 

And, we would be happy to supply sufficient 
copies of that law, should any municipal body not 
be aware of its mandates.

The Lost

I knew my uncle Gene once, but I do not 
remember him.

There was, I remember, a picture on Grand- 
ma’s wall—a painting of a narrow cliff that 
jutted into a cold blue sky. 

I used to stare at that cliff—so exotic, such a 
contrast to the flat and grimy Indiana that was 
my whole world. It was the only oil painting I 
had ever seen that had not been a paint-by-num- 
ber. 

My grandmother told me that my uncle Gene 
had painted it. 

Was Gene an artist? I asked. 

No, she told me. He just had a talent. 

Grandma seldom spoke about Uncle Gene. 
She had built a wall around his memory. There 
were times, however, when I caught a glimpse 
of him behind it. 

Once, when I was young, she told me that he 
might still be alive somewhere. 

Once, much later, as she watched T.V. news 
footage of young people demonstrating against a 
new war, she remarked, with bitterness, that 
Gene might have ‘gone over’’ to the North 
Koreans. He had read Marx and Mao; he had 
loved to argue about politics. 

She had intended to shock me. But I was a 
teenager. Romantic. Mortified by a mother who 
shopped in curlers and a father who came home 
from the factory to watch T.V. in his undershirt 
and wait for supper. I cherished this mysterious, 
lost uncle—this possible communist. 

Years have passed since then, and my father 
has told me small and ordinary things about my 
uncle. That Gene didn’t get along well with 
Grandma. That he was a good student. That he 
had won a Bronze Star and a Purple Heart. That 
he was listed as Missing in Action in 1951, and 
was declared dead two years later—although no 
one ever found his body. 

I can appreciate, now, the human picture I 
have of Gene. We would have had much in com- 
mon—our embarrassment, at times, over our 
staid midwestern roots; our mutual escape from 
them to the Army; our artistic hobbies. We have 
both, unique in our families, gone to college. We 
have both gone to war. It’s sad that we will 
never get to argue politics. 

For me, Veteran’s Day is not a celebration of 
heros. It is a remembrance of Gene and those 
like him—the very human; the lost. 

May they all have found their way to peace.

documents want to jeopardize our (the 
town’s) position,” he said. 

After further discussion, Dalton re- 
shaped his motion, emphasizing that the 
town manager must come to the select- 
men with the denial, and that the ulti- 
mate decision would belong to the 
selectmen. ‘‘We’re the people that are 
supposed to keep the community in con- 
tact with the town,” he said, adding that 
in the case of a denial, ‘People can point 
their fingers at the selectmen and say, 
‘Why didn’t you release these docu- 
ments?’ ”’ 

Chairman Charles Wesson suggested 
that the responsibility might belong 
more appropriately to the town man- 
ager. “I’m saying that he makes the de- 
cision,” he said. ‘‘If there’s an appeal, it 
should come from the people.” 

“As an elected official,’ countered 
Dalton, ‘I’m not willing to give up that 
decision.” 

The board, preparing to vote, asked 
the secretary to read the motion. She 
read Dalton’s first motion, and the board 
reacted with confusion. 

Once again, Dalton re-phrased his mo- 
tion. ‘The final decision not to release a 
document must be made by the Board of 
Selectmen,” he added. 

He directed Mahony to come back to 
the board with a more polished version 
of the policy suggestion, to be voted upon 
at the next meeting . 

‘IT move the question,”’ 
board members. 

“Oh, please—before we get another 
motion!”’ urged Selectman Donn Byrne. 

The vote for the open policy—the word- 
ing of which is yet to be approved—was 
unanimous. 

In a separate action Monday night, the 
board agreed to entertain the establish- 
ment of budget monies for at least five 
new street lights per year, to begin with 
the next town meeting.

Overseas 
Mailing 
Due Soon 


The postal service is reminding customers 
that, while Christmas may seem a long way off, 
now is the time to plan for holiday mailings to 
foreign countries. This is especially true for peo- 
ple who have relatives in the armed services 
stationed overseas. 

Most packages destined to military personnel 
should be mailed in November. Packages weigh- 
ing up to 30 pounds that do not exceed a com- 
bined length and girth measurement of 60 inches 
may be sent to military personnel via Parcel Air 
Lift (PAL). These packages are airlifted do- 
mestically to a gateway facility and then air- 
lifted on a space available basis to the overseas 
military installation. Mailers pay the regular 
parcel post rate to the U.S. exit port or from the 
port of entry, plus a fee for air service. 

Military parcels shipped in November may 
also go by Space Available Mail (SAM). This 
way packages are sent by land in the continental 
U.S. and then are flown overseas on a space- 
available basis.

moved to the podium, which had been 
draped with plastic against the wetness 
of the day. 

Sixteen years ago, this man, Dr. 
George Pomerantz, presided over a hos- 
pital. It had stood in dry, hot dust or 
clinging mud, depending on the time of 
year—a cluster of quonset-style build- 
ings crafted of inflatable olive-green rub- 
ber. It served men and women, and 
children, left broken by battle, lifted in— 
and out, when their luck held—by flying 
machines that must have seemed mon- 
strous to the simple farmers who had 
been born in the surrounding country- 
side. 

Pomerantz now lives in Andover, in 
another world. He is a surgeon; he oper- 
ates within the square walls of local hos- 
pitals, working over those wounded in 
everyday life in peacetime America. 

At the podium, Pomerantz spoke to the 
denizens of this America, many of whom 
had shared the unreality that he had 
lived sixteen years ago. He spoke, brief- 
ly, of war—of 200 years of it. Of a century 
that had known four major wars, two of 
which are, strangely, called ‘‘conflicts.’’ 

These wars, said Pomerantz, bear wit- 
ness to mankind’s inability to deal with 
his differences by peaceful means. On 
this anniversary of the day that was to 
mark the end of the ‘‘War to End All 
Wars,”’ a title, the doctor noted, that 
proved to be erroneously optimistic, he 
urged those about him to re-dedicate 
themselves to the goal of creating peace. 

‘‘Mankind is still striving today to beat 
our guns into plowshares,”’ he said. ‘‘We 
the living have the duty and honor to con- 
tinue that fight.” 

Pomerantz stepped back. 

Children’s voices joined in a hymn; a 
band of children played a medley of Civil 
War songs. Then, as the snow pelted 
down with renewed vigor, the flakes now 
grown fat, men placed wreaths on-mon- 
uments that bore newer names than 
tiiose called to mind by the stone in the 
cemetery. 

A volley of rifles; children clamped 
mittened hands over their ears . Mourn- 
ful notes from a bagpipe. And a black 
flag, bearing the letters ‘“‘P.O.W.’’ and 
‘‘M.I.A.”” ascended the tall metal pole, 
lifted into the grey sky by a man who 
understood, firsthand, the agony of im- 
prisonment in a foreign land. 

A pause; then, wet feet shuffled 
through the filmed grass toward cars, 
buses and nearby homes. 

The ritual is over; the eleventh hour 
has passed. All that is left on Ballardvale 
Green are the flag and the wreaths. And 
the stones, names carved into their hard 
faces to last through winters and sum- 
mers, perhaps beyond the memories of 
those who knew the men who owned 
them.

stretch, between Elm St. and Route 125. 
Peggy Smith, 58 Summer St., citing the 
accident record in the area, commented 
that adding another intersection in the 
neighborhood, which would allow en- 
trance to the development, would be 
“negligent and blatantly unfair’ to the 
abuttors and other area residents. 

O’Neil questionned the traffic figures, 
stating that the counting was done by 
“very young people sitting in lawn 
chairs, having a good time.” 

Robert McQuade, director of public 
works, presented his opinion to the board 
on water, sewage and drainage. Com- 
menting that the water and sewage sys- 
tems were acceptable, McQuade 
introduced Michael Shaw of Goldberg, 
Zoino and Associates, who presented the 
findings of a hydrological study to the 
board. 

After explaining how such a study is 
done, Shaw commented that he felt that 
the development, which would include a 
25 year storm, or drainage pond, to con- 
tain water until it could be absorbed into 
the ground, would not add to the pre- 
existing drainage problems of the area 
residents. 

McQuade commented that he has 
been, in the past, against the use of 
drainage ponds because the developers 
expect the town to maintain them, but 
with this plan, the developer himself will 
be responsible for maintenance. The 
comprehensive permit, if issued, would

yard for up to four days. 

On the subject of developer mainte- 
nance of the pond, a Pine St. resident 
requested that a trust fund be set up to 
cover maintenance costs of the pond 
should the developer go bankrupt.

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Special Ed. Grants Awarded 
Andover, Vocational Schools 


By Karen L. Day 


Andover has been awarded federal ed- 
ucational grants totaling $284,387 for the 
1987-1988 school year. Two separate 
grants were given the Andover schools 
for the area of special education and one 
given the Lawrence Regional Vocational 
Technical High School, also for special 
education. 

The first of the grants for Andover’s 
public schools, under public law 89-313, is 
intended to provide ‘‘funds for students 
who are or were previously in state-oper 
ated or state-supported facilities,’ pre- 
dominantly those who are more severely 
handicapped. Thirty-two Andover stu- 


dents are eligible under this.grant, and 
the state will supply $700 per student, for 
a total of $22,400. 

The special needs program will also 
receive an additional $194,175 under 
public law 94-142, a comprehensive grant 
intended to aid in the overall operation of 
helping special needs students of the 
town. The breakdown of this grant indi- 
cates that 695 students will be aided with 
an entitlement of $265 per student. 

In announcing these two awards, State 
Department of Education commissioner 
Ron Raynoids stated that both federally- 
supported programs have accomplished 


measurable progress in reading, writing 
and arithmatic in special needs students. 


Pupil Personnel Administrator Mary 
French commented that this funding is 
“an integral part of the budget’’ for 
special needs, ‘‘these are counted on,”’ 
she added. According to French, these 
monies cannot be used to pay for pro- 
grams or positions orignally funded by 
the town, but can only be used to enhance 
those programs, add staff, or implement 
new programs.

funding designed to improve education 
and increase employment possiblities for 
the targeted school possiblities. Funding 
included greater guidance for the hand- 
soe and academic aid for students 
with limited English-speaking ability. 


Monies will be used to implement com- 
puter typesetting for the handicapped, a 
study of handicapped graduates to ana- 
lyze program effectiveness, remediation 
of basic English and math skills, infor- 
mation dissemination, limited English 
training and machine lathe numerical 
controls.

Silverware Designed 


In England 


For centuries England was a world leader in manufac- 
turing silver. 

The British aritocracy encouraged the design and pro- 
duction of magnificent gold and silver tableware, flat- 
ware, lighting devices and objects of vertu. 

Laws strictly controlled silversmiths and governed sil- 
ver content with elaborate methods of identification under 
the direction of the Goldsmiths Company. 

During the colonial period of our history, the austere life 
here and the demands of establishing homes in the wilder- 
ness discouraged the development of the American silver- 
smith. For this reason, silver of our colonial period is 
extremely rare and valuable. 

Not subject to the laws of the English Guild, American 
silver was generally indentified by the maker’s name 
alone. 

Much of the work of colonial silversmiths was devoted 
to supplying church silver. They closely followed tradi- 
tional British design, except in New York where the Dutch 
influence was felt. 

By 1830 the industrial revolution affected silversmiths, 
as well as other craftsmen. 

At the time, the words, COIN, PURE COIN or WAR- 
RENTED, were used to indicate that the metal used was 
.900 pure— the same quality as coin from the United 
States mint. 

As our country grew, American smiths became more 
dominant in the field of producing fine silver articles. In 
the 1850s our silver manufacturers began classifying sil- 
ver with the identification, STERLING, signifying it as 
.925 silver and .075 other metals. 

Thus most silver marked COIN, PURE COIN or WAR- 
RENTED was manufactured between 1830 and 1850. Al- 
though it varies slightly in silver content, generally it 
contains about .900 parts silver. It also frequently appears 
lighter in weight and more fragile than STERLING.
